way of a bonus, loan or guarantee 
from the province where situated, the 
said line shall not be held to be de¬ 
clared for the general advantage of 
Canada until it la taken over for oper¬ 
ation by the C. N. R. to be operated as 
part of its system, and shall continue 
to be declared for the general advan¬ 
tage of Canada only so long as It Is & 
part of that system.

RUSSIANS KILLED ON SYSTEMATIC SEARCH IS 
P. G. E. RAILWAY WORK BEING MADE FOR BODIES 


Vancouver, June 1. — Three A?***»ian 
railway workmen on the P. G. E. were 
killed Saturday night near Newport, 
and their bodies brought to Vancouver 
last night. They had been endeavor¬ 
ing to reload a missed dynamite hole 
when the first charge exploded. Their 
names are C. Iskl, Kantefrvy and K. 
Jaretzekl.

RImouskI, June 1.—Several tugs and 
launches!, chartered by the O. P. R., be¬ 
gan to-day a systematic search of the 
St. Lawrence river. In an effort to re¬ 
cover more of the Empress of Ireland’s 
dead. One or more launches remained 
directly over the spot where the shat¬ 
tered hulk lies three miles off ehore, 
waiting for the bodies of some of the 
victims to come to the surface of the 
water. 

Two of the lost liner’s lifeboats were 
found floating downstream. They were 

empty.

For two days In the South Atlantic 
the Harrison liner Benefactor.

The weather during the remainder 
of the run to San Francisco was good 
and the steamship made good time, but 
after clearing the Golden Gate strong 
northerly gales and seas were encount¬ 
ered. and the ship was nearly four 
days making the run. The Benefactor 
was running light, and the head 
weather Impeded hei progress consid¬ 
erably.

WIN .BIG CONTEST 

Indianapolis, June 1.—Foreign racing 
cars decisively proved their superiority 
over racing motors of American make 
by taking the first four places at the 
finish of the 600-mlle automobile race 
here. The only American to‘get In the 
big winning was Barney Oldfield, who 
drove a 9tuts to fifth place. 

Rene Thomas, driving a Delage car, 
not only won first place and took the 
825,000 cash prise offered by the man¬ 
agement of the speedway records for 
every distance from 100 to 500 miles. In 
addition tq the $26,000 cash prise he 
won nearly $25,000 worth of trophies. 

Arthur Duray, a Belgian, driving 
the French ’*Baby” Peugeot, won sec¬ 
ond plaoe, taking the 910.doc cash prise. 
Albert Guyot, a French driver, in the 
French Delage car. was third. Jules 
Goux, In a Peugeot, winner of last 
year’s 500-mile race, was fourth. All 
four of the winners eclipsed the form¬ 
er speedway record for this distance. 

Thomas’ time was 8:03:45.29; Guyot’s 
time was 8:14:01:75; Goux 8:17;24.68- 
Barney Oldfield, during the last 150 
miles the only hope of the American 
entrants, finished 111 8:28:61.54. Old¬ 
field was followed in the finish by 
Christiaens In an Excelsior, Grant in 
a Sunbeam, Keene In a Beaver Bullet, 
Carlson In a Maxwell, and Haupt In the 
Duesenberg. 

Only two accidents occurred during 
the race. Joe Dawson in the Marmon 
car collide*! with Gilhooley’s Isotta cor 
as they were entering the back stretch. 
Both cars were overturned. 

Dawson, an Indianapolis boy, who 
Won the 1912 500-mlle race, and who 
made an enviable track record, waa 
probably fatally Injured.

DISASTERS ARE TOLL 
OF HUNAN PROGRESS 


Heroic Deeds Give Glimpse of 
Immortal Element Says 
Rev. W, Stevenson 


Rev. William Stevenson preached an 
•loquent sermon to a lurge congrega¬ 
tion at Emmanuel Baptist church last 
evening upon the wreck of the Empress 
of Ireland. His text was the appro¬ 
priate scriptural quotation, "Bo*st not 
thyself of to-morrow, for thou knowest 
not what a day may bring forth." 
Appropriate hymns, "Rock of Ages” 
and "Brief Life Is here our portions" 
were sung by the congregation. After 
referring to the shock to the whole 
civilized world Mr. Stevenson said: 

"A little girl, when she heard her 
mother read the awful news, asked 
why God had allowed It? That little 
girl Is typical of thousands of older 
people. An event like this raises many 
perplexing questions and causes 
human faith In God's government of 
the world to break down. But men 
should learn to look a£ these disasters 
In the light of history and experience. 

"This disaster 1e an example of a big 
scale of the toll of suffering and death 
which the world has to pay in the 
struggle for progress. It is well to re¬ 
member that just as terrible things are 
happening every day. No fewer than 
If, 000 work people are killed and some 




500,000 Injured every year in the indus¬ 
trial operations of the United Statos. 
This is part of the terrible price paid 
for the wealth and comforts of civil¬ 
ization. 

"Such calamities, awful as they are, 
stimulate progress," he continued. 
"There will no doubt be a rigorous In¬ 
vestigation. The public will demand 
and men of science will be anxious to 
find a better system of securing safety 
for ships during a fog at sea. 

"Looking at the matter from a religi¬ 
ous point of view, it might be said that 
this calamity Is another example of the 
suffering and death man has to pay for 
the divine gifts of freedom and power- 
People who think God should interfero 
and prevent such accidents need to cor¬ 
rect their ideas of God. God did not 
make man as a mere automaton, but 
gave him a certain large freedom and 
power. The forces of nature are at 
war with man until he can subdue | 
them, and man is great enough to take 
up the challenge." 

Man had power to conquer the ocean, 
the storm, the air and the violent 
forces of nature, declared the preacher, 
but he had often to pay the price of 
conquest by suffering and death. It 
was part of man's greatness that he 
was willing to pay the price, and in 
doing so he pursued the path of the 
highest progress. 

Again this awful accident was not 
all calamitous. There were many deeds 
of love and heroism on that awful 
night. Such deeds gave people a 
glimpse of the Immortal element In 
human nature. 

"A calamity such as this, when look¬ 
ed at on its brighter side, should In¬ 
spire faith In man's future and in God, 
who has made man able to rise superior 
to the darkest and most awful condi¬ 
tions. There can be no doubt that many 


of the victims who went down with 
the ship did so fearlessly and with an 
lnvlpclble faith In their own Immortal- 

In conclusion Mr. Stevenson referred 
to the lessons to be derived from this 
reminder of the uncertainty of life.

i The service throughout was of a me¬ 
morial character, the choir singing 
"Nearer My God to Thee" and "Cross¬ 
ing the Bar." 

Basing his remarks on St. 'Matthew 
: 14, 25, "And In the fourth watch of the 
night Jesus went unto them, walking 
on the sea," Rev. Mr. Chadwick, after 
describing the sinking of the Empress 
of Ireland, said he was sure that as 
Jesus had drawn near His disciples in 
! the little boat on the Sea of Galilee, so 
also had Jesus drawn near "at the 
fourth watch in the night" to the great 
ship In distress on the St. Lawrence. 

"At such a time," the preacher said, 
"the best Impulses of human nature 
are drawn forth. In that short 15 min¬ 
utes while the Empress of Ireland was 
sinking many brave and self-sacrific¬ 
ing deeds were performed. 

"The Father would have us learn 
lessons from such a disaster. By living 
in constant communion with .God we 
can be prepared for every emergency. 
After all, our life Is very like the 
journey of a ship towards a distant 
harbor. God has given us a chart and 
compass and directions to follow. We 
have also Jesus Christ as our great 
Master Pilot. With Him we ar© safe 
and ahall reach the haven of rest.

land last week, and drew for his hear- ,

era some of the lessons to be found 
^ therein. The speaker pointed out the 
value of the sea to the British empire, 
to which empire It meant more than (o 
;e any other nation on earth, because of 
the safety and Integrity which were 
[” dependent on It. It meant the health 
j and wealth of the peoples over whom 
the British flag floated. But the sea 
r< also brought Its disadvantages. It 
j separated the various parts of the em- 
• pire. It was a restless element In na¬ 
ture, and created fear. Just at prssent 
r this was particularly true. Here was 
_ an appalling loss of life, over a thou- 
* t sand souls having gone aown together 
n to a watery grave; a great loss of 
property, amounting to two and a half 
« million dollars; a loss of friends, rela- 
>f tlves. family, homes, and useful men 
and women; a loss of moral and re¬ 
ligious force through the closing of the 
e lives of 122 of the leading workers of 
p the Salvation Army. 

On the other hand there were cer¬ 
tain compensating features about the 
catastrophe: It had shown, for one 
thing, that the best traditions of 
British seamanship had been main¬ 
tained, and that vaunted British pluck 
had not been without Its supporters. 
Sympathy had been expressed, not 
alone by the church and Christian 
peoples, but by kings and princes, 
governors and rulers of all kinds, while 
the press generally had treated the 
matter In the most serious light. Uni¬ 
versal generosity had been shown, 
rich and poor alike contributing for the 
alleviation of the survivors. The 
tragedy was of world-wide Import, 
and In this the nations had been 
brought together as seldom before. 

In view of all these things, the 
speaker continued. It was Invidious to 
continue in the belief that the race was 
becoming degenerate. Such charac¬ 
teristics as courage, generosity, and 
sympathy were the product of Chris¬ 
tian civilisation, and th© church j 
should be proud of It. 

In conclusion Mr. Inkster pointed 
out that r great many people would 
doubtless ask If God had sent this dls- ! 
aster. To this he would say no. God 
saved every man that men allowed 
Him to save. Nevertheless He, God, 
was speaking in this disaster, and 
telling men that the time was short. 
"Be ye also ready.” Life was an un¬ 
certain thing, and depended less on 
sickness and other things of the kind 
than most people cared to think. 

The music selected for the services 
was most appropriate, and included 
the singing by the congregation of 
"Lead Kindly Light," and "The Sands 
of Time.” while during the evening 
Miss Palmer sang "Thy Will be Done."

The true spirit of Haiti finds expres-

To-day all Haiti will Join in 
a glorifying the goddess of fertility, by 
whom their land had been so blessed. 
Christians in name, the Haitians are 
** pagans at heart, and most of them 
believe thft t there Is a special goddess 
which looks after the farm and field 
end orchard. In former years. In the 
wind Interior, the festival was often 
celebrated with Voodoo rites, and chll- 
dren were offered up as sacrifices to 
ad insure a bountiful harvest, but that 
Pd period Is well nigh past. Voodoolsm la 
a* still secretly practised in some parts 
•• of the Island, but public ceremonials in 
al adoration of the sacred green serpent 
s- have been pretty thoroughly sup- 
n. pressed. 

■d Coffee Is the principal crop of Haiti, 
af but little of It comes to the American 
>n continent. France consumes practically 
Ic the entire exports of coffee from Haiti, 
for the beans make a beverage that Is 
i" much more stimulating than Brazilian 
•- coffee, and Is really a liqueur. Besides 
i. coffee, the coast country of Haiti 
y yields almost unlimited crops of all 
varieties of tropical fruits and vege- 

- tables, while seml-temperate and tem- 
t pemte vegetation flourishes In the 
e mountainous Interior. Bananas, cacao, 

II yams, yucca, cocoanuts, tobacco, vanilla 
1 and many other fruits and vegetables 
i grow luxuriantly along the coast, while 
, potatoes, cabbage, strawberries and 

- other products of the temperate zone 
t are successfully grown In the central 

- parts of the island. White men are not 
permitted to own any Immovable pro¬ 
perty In Haiti, and the negroes have 

: little more than pecked at the surface 
of Haiti's vast natural resources of 
fruits, vegetables, minerals, metals and 
precious forests of the most valuable 
trees. 

Within the last decade Haiti has had 
more presidents and dlstators than 
cculd be counted on the fingers of both 
hand*. Since June, three years ago. 
Haiti has had six rulers, and In that 
period four of them have been assassin¬ 
ated. Two of the “martyrs'* were per¬ 
forated with bullets, a third was 
blown to bits by a bomb, and a fourth 
was poisoned. This seems a terrible in¬ 
dictment of Haitians, yet in Haiti, as 
In Mexico, only & fraction of one per 
cent, of the population has been Impli¬ 
cated In the various revolutions. That 
the people at large tolerate such fre¬ 
quent changes Jn government Is due to 
the fact that Haiti Is. Indeed, the “land 
of ennui," and they look to revolutions 
I to afford relief from the monotony that 
would otherwise make their lives un¬ 
bearable. Insurrection is Haiti's na¬ 
tional pastime.

LUDGATE LOSES IN CASE 
OVER DEADMAN’S ISLAND 


Ottawa, June 1.—On the motion to go 
Into supply In the commons to-day Mr. 
Oliver again brought up the Hindu 
question, declaring it to be an organ¬ 
ised movement to establish as a prin¬ 
ciple the right of the people of India, 
and not those of Canada to say who 
shall be admitted to this country. The 
slackness of the government In a form¬ 
er case when sixteen had been let In 
was the reason for the later Influx. He 
complained that there was too much 
delay In dealing with the question. If 
the law was defective the government 
should amend it before the session 
ended in order to keep out the Hindus. 

Hon. Dr. Roche denied that there had 
been any delay but each case had to be 
examined carefully. This required time. 
If there were blame in the entry of six¬ 
teen Hindus some months ago It was 
because of the faulty order-ln-coundl 
passed by the late government and de¬ 
clared Inoperative by Judge Hunter. 

It had since been amended. It was 
the government’s desire to enforce the 
Immigration set and it would do so 
for the better Interest of the country- 
Every step to that end was being 


Ottawa, June 1.—The exchequer court 
this morning gave judgment in the 
Headman’s Island case argued on Tues¬ 
day last. Mr. Justice Cassela has de¬ 
cided in favor of the city of Vancouver 
and the department of justice.
